can Awronro, Tex., Bept. 24.—Alfred W. 
Allee came into court to-day looking pale 
from his long confinement, but otherwise the 
same quiet, determined man, though on trial 
for his life, that he was on the day of the 
tragedy on the International Rallway, when 
pdltor William C. Bowen met his death by 
nis hand. The present proceedings, based on 
a writ of habeas corpus, are held before 
Judge W. W. King of the Forty-fiftn District 


Court. 

4t the preliminary investigation in this 
city, held in June last, the story of the shoot- 
ing and the incidents which led up to It were 
told by witnesses. Bowen was a writer and 
printer, who had passed the best part of his 
life in Southwestern Texas. He had a wife 
and three children and a son nearly grown. 
Five yearsago he began the publication of 
the Ledger at Cotulla, the seat of La Salle 
County, within Ofteen nilles of the place 
where he met hisdeath. Forsome time his 
paper was noted as a reckless exploiter of the 
lawlessness of that section. He was active 
in inducing the Grand-jury of LaSalle County 
to reindict Allee forthe murder of a negro 
porter, killed onthe train two years ago. 
Allee met Bowen in a barber shop of Cotulla, 
cufsed him and warned him to keep his 
name outof print. Bowen threw up his 
hands and saia he was not armed and the 
ended. In the next week’s issue of 
he Ledger, on the editorial page, appeared a 

umn articlein which he said Allee had 
been run out of Goliad County for

THE TRAGEDY ON THE TRAIN.

It was Stated Dy several witnesses that when 
bowen saw his foeman he rested his two 
hands onthe car seat in frontof him and 
fre. The bullet flew wide of the 
mal Allee, who ts known as the quickest 
man in this section of Texas, sprang at him, 
grasped his pistol and shot him twice 
through the brain and once through the 
fliomach. Bowen’s brother, whois a young 
iwyer, was sitting by him. This -brother 
threw his hand behind him, and his right 
arm was shattered by a bullet from the pistol 

aman named Lyons,a cow-puncher in 
les’semploy, who had boarded the train 
with him. Lawyer Bowen’s arm has since 
been amputated. 

Whenthe dead editor’s body sank to the 
‘oor of the car Allee took a seat near by and 
saidtothose about him tharf the affair had 
been forced upon him. He returned to Pear- 
fa. and gave himself up to the authorities.

The burglar’s wife gave a dramatic recital 
ofthe death struggle, when placed in the 
witness box. She seemed to have been well 
coached for the occasion. After detailing her 
conversation with the officers at the door of 
the house in which her husband was con- 
Ccealed, she said:

I saw Mr. Gilkinson rush 
nto the room and get behind my husband, I thought 
he was going to grasp him by the waist. Just then I 
saw Mr. Gilkinson reel and faliand I yelled at the 
child to get under the bed. "hen I got into the 
room I saw Mr. Gilkinson lying on the floor, andl 
said: ‘*For God's sake stop this and tell me what 
you mean.’’ 

At this poe the witness broke completely 
down, but after a short pause proceeded: 

Mr. Murphy and my husband were in the corner 
wrestling, and aslreacheda toward the door Mr. 
Murphy shot me in the arm. I then saw Mr. Murphy 
raise his revolver as though to strike my husband 
over the head with it, ana Mr. Fitzsimmons called 
out: **‘Mamma, he’s got me; get me & revolver 
quick.’’ I went to the cupboard and got a revolver 
and gave it to him. Mr. Murphy then jumped 
u ran out of the house with my hus-

during all the scuffle she denied firing a shot. 
She reasserts that Gilkinson was behind her 
husband when he was shot. She did not see 
the two officers until they reached the 
house. The officers did not tellherthey had 
@ warrant nor did they show her one. She 
did not know anything of the Schmidt 
jewelry robbery and never was in Home- 
steadin her life. She did not know that 
there wasany charge against her husband 
or any warrant for his arrest. There were 
but two revolvers in the house and the one 
owned by her husband wasa Diack revolver. 

The case was giventothe jury to-day at 10 
a.m.,and this afternoon they rendered the 
following verdict: 

‘*‘Gufity of murderin the second degree.’’ 
Mrs. Fitzsimmons never changed a feature 
as she heard the sentence that will send 
her to the penitentiary. She then 
was taken back to jail. The verdict is re- 
garded as a compromise. The maximum

PANIC IN A COLORED CHURCH. 


One Woman Killed and Three Others 
Fatally Injured. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fila., Sept. 
fore 12 o'clock  iIiast night a panic 
occurred in the Harmony Baptist 
church (colored), during which one woman 
was Killied, three others received 
fatal injuries and about twenty 
people were seriously crushed and bruised. 
The church stands near the out- 
skirts of the city, and an all 
night revival meeting was being held 
there. Suddenly the gaslights began 
to flicker badly, owing to some 
defect in the pipes. The audience was 
made up of nearly five hundred ne- 
groes, all under more or less 
religious excitement and the weird 
flicker of the Ughts at once ap- 
pealed to the superstitions of the 
worshippers as a supernatural  visita- 
tion. The whole audience raised to their 
feet and the light went out 
entirely. One frenzied worshipper shouted 
‘‘Judgment! Judgment!’’ at which the 
crowd became wild with excitement. 

One girl, Maggie Clark, aged 16, was Killed. 
Medical aid was summoned, and the injured 
ones had their wounds dressed. At least 
three were fatally injured. The accident at- 
tracted nearly 2,000 peopleto the neighbor- 
hood and quiet was not restored till morn- 
ing.

THE PORTE’S REPLY. 


Russia Accorded No New Rights in 
the Dardanelles. 


FRANCE GEES NO SIGNS OF PEACE IN 
THE PASSPORT DECREE. 


Emperor William’s Words on the Re- 
sponsibility for War—The Czar’s En- 

* ecroachments in India—A Traveler’s 
Observations in Pamir—A New Route 
to Const 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 24.—The Porte has 
sent a circular to the Powers in regard to the 
Passage through the Dardanelles of several 
vessels of the Russian volunteer fleet. In this 
communication the Porte says that for sev- 
eral years past vessels of the Russian volun- 
teer fleet have been running between Odessa 
and Viadivostock, the port intended to be the 
eastern terminus ofthe Trans-Siberian rail- 
road and situated on the sea of Japan. These 
ships, being under the commercial flag of 
Russia, were granted free passage of the 
Straits. Ithas been found, however, the 
Porte’s note continues, that the volunteer 
vessels wére sometimes carrying soldiers 
and these ships were detained, owing toa 
mistake as to their real character. 

The Porte’s instructions, the note adds, 
given to the officers on duty at the Darden- 
elles to prevent any further detention of 
vessels of the Russian volunteer fleet have 
been wrongfully construed by the newpaper 
press to be a violation of existing treaties. 

The note then quotes the instructions given 
to the Turkish officers on duty at the Dardan- 
elles, the tenor of which has already been 
published, and concludes with the remark 
that no new measure has been adopted, and 
that the old ones continue in force. 


This note is tn reply to the demand of 
Engiand’s representative that the Porte 
should explain the acquiescence of Turkey in 
Russia’s repeated violation of treaty rights 
in the Dardanelles, and it will hardly be re- 
celved as satisfactory, in view of the recent 
Mitylene incident. As intimated in a semi- 
official utterance bya London peers a few 
Gays ago, it is probable that ngland will 
teei the necessity of standing guard at these 
straits in the future, notwithstanding the 
Porte’s assurance that the old treaty provis- 
ions are stillin force and will be maintained 
by the Sultan. Russia wants special rights 
inthese waters.- A glance at her igeograph- 
ical position shows that her naval forces in 
home waters,exclusive of those in the Pacific 
are divided into those of the Baltic and 
those of the Black, which are too distant to 
effect a junction In case of need.. Moreover, 
both forces are under restrictions which ap- 

roach nearly to the conditions of blocka(es. 

nthe Black Sea the fetters are those of the 
Bosphorus forts and the European treaties 
from which she is now struggling to free her- 
selfin part. In the Baltic the biockade Is that 
which is enforced by nature nearly half the 


year. 

Greater freedom in the waters connecting 
the Black and Mediterranean Seas means 
much to Russia. But fettered as she is the 
work of bullding a great navy goes steadily 
on. Atthe Baltic Works the immense cruiser 
Rurik, of 19,000 tons displacement and — 
ble of steaming twenty Knots-an hour, is be- 
ing built; and at the Franco-Russian Works, 
an tronciad, the Narvarino, of 9,476 tons dis- 
placement, is about ready to be launched. 
Another tronciad is being bullt atthe Admir- 
alty Gocks at St. Petersburg. Atthe Nevsky 
Works, an iron corvette and a large ice- 
breaker are in course of construction, and at 
the Pvotisiof Works two sea-going monitors 
are under construction. In ali there are 
twenty-two ships of war now In course of 
construction at lan dockyards.

FRENCH SENTIMENT. 


THE PASSPORT DECREE DOES NOT ALLAY THE 
WAR FEELING. 

Lowpor, Sept. 24.—The bulk of the French 
newspapers give a churlish reception to the 
decree commanding the relaxation of Alsace- 
Loraine passport regulations. They are of 
the avowed opinion that Germany was oniy 
forced toan act of justice by circumstances. 
The Chronicle's Paris correspondent indeed 
declares that the feelingthat waris immi- 
nent is growing hourly in France, and that 
this opinion is more or less openly expressed 
at every embassy in Paris. 

The News correspondent at Paris advances 
a supposed explanation of the German pass- 
port decree. The correspondent says: ‘‘The 
ex-Empress Frederick’s visit to Paris coin- 
cided with the sojourn of a former American 
Minister, whose son had been a guest of the 
Emperor’s atthe autumn maneuvers. The 
ex-Minister was almost daily in communica- 
tion with the Emperor, who asked him to try 
to ascertain the reason the Parisians 
received the ex-Empress sO Dadly 
after displaying so much sympathy dur- 
ing the iliness of her husband. The 
ex-Minister discovered, and consulted me 
about the discovery that the paper that 
started the attacks on the ex-Empress was 
subsidized by Russia in the hope of securing 
a loan in Paris. I admitted that this might 
be partly the reason, but held that the real 
reason was the revulsion of feeling against 
Emperor Frederick for signing the passport 
decree. Strangely enough this obvious cause 
of Parisian anger never occurred to the Ger- 
man Official mind until the Minister referred 
to represented itina long letter to the Em- 
peror, who thereupon repealed the passport 
regulations. 


CHINESE RIOTS. 


CATHOLIC AND PROTESTANT MISSIONS BURNED 
AT ICHANG. 

VaNcouvre, British Columbia, Sept. #%.— 
Further detalls of riots at Ichang brought 
by the steamship Empress of China state 
that the Catholic and Protestant missions 
and houses of Messrs. Cain, Aldridge and 
Cockburn were plundered and burned. The 
English Custom-house and Consulate were 
left uninjured. The Franciscan Sisters were 
with difficulty saved by the Chinest author- 
fties. The ostensible cause of the riots was 
the bringing to the convent of a stolen child 
by an unknown person. The riot came with- 
out any warning whatever. The Franciscan 
sisters and one of the priests were Dadly 
hurt. All are now on board the gun-boat 
Paolina. The customs officers are under 
arms. The damageto property is estimated 


at $300,000.

was announced that Capt. Young- 
husband, the English agent and well-known 
traveler who has made the longest journey 
in Chinese territory ever accomplished by an 
European, had been forbidden by the Russian 
authorities to enter Little Pamir, on the bor- 
der of the Chinese possession of, East Turk- 
estan. Russia has taken this step on the 
ground that she claims supremacy over the 
Pamir, ‘‘Roofof the World,’’ territory. In 
this connection Prof. Vamberry says that 
since the Russo- Afghan treaty was concluded 
Russians, tn violation of its terms, have con- 
tinued to encroach upon the frontier line and 
that they now hold Alichur and Pamir, 230 
miles beyond the frontier defined by the 
Russo- Afghan treaty. 


RESPONSIBILITY FOR WAR, 


KAISER WILHELM’S WORDS AT A DINNER IX 
VIENNA. 

Loxpon, Sept. 24.—A dispatch to the Stand- 
ard from Vienna refers to a discussion which 
was carried on at the table of the Archduke 
Albrecht during the Austrian military ma- 
neuvers, as to whether it was wise to allow a 
known enemy to complete preparations for 
war, or whether it was not preferable to 
force aconfiict. No names were mentioned, 
but all understood that Russia was meant. 
Kaiser Wilhelm said emphatically: ‘I 
strongly believe that the enormous responsi- 
bility which modern warfare imposes must 
override all military theories. I would not 
begin war if conscious that by delaying it I 
could secure a single year, nay a single 
month, of peace by trusting the success of 
my good cause. Even if the chances are 
equal on both sides there is much to be 
gained by having several months of peace.’’ 

The King of Saxony eXpressed himself to 
the same effect, pointing out instances where 
diplomacy had averted an apparently in- 
evitable conflict. Arch duke Albrecht also 
dilated upon the enormous responsibility of 
forcing a war, in view of the murderous per- 
fection of modern weapons. 

Kaiser Wilhelm’s remarks made a deep im- 
pression on the high rank German and Aus- 
trian officers present. 


THROUGH DOBRUDSCHA, 


HOW RUSSIA MAY BEGIN HER NEXT MOVEMENT 
OF INVASION. 

Lowpor, Sept. 24.—A telegram from Vienna 
states that it is believed Russia mediates an 
attempt to forceja passage throughthe Dob- 
rudscha. The King of Roumania intends on 
his forthcoming journey to ask King Hum- 
bert and Emporor William whether Rou- 
mania can rely upon the assistance of the 
Driebund in the event of Russia’s attack. It 
is reported that Russia is seeking an alliance 
with Greece in order to obtain the use of the 
Greek fleet which has lately been improved in 
efficiency. 


Through the Dobrudscha Is a favorite route 
of the Muscovite invaders. Russia used this 
district in the passage Of her armiesin 18235, 
1854 and in the last Turko-Rus- 
sian war of 1877. The _ strategical 
importance of this province, which lies 
between the Black Sea and the lower reaches 
of the Danube has long been recognized. The 
Romans in the reign of Trajan built a line of 
fortifications from the Danube at Rassova to 
the coast near Kustendji. Its population num- 
bers Turks, Bulgarians, Greeks, Roumanians, 
Armenians, Germans and Jews. Politically 
it is a part of Bulgaria. 


BRUTAL SHIP’S OFFICERS. 


Serious Charges Made by the Cook of the 
Steame Saginaw. 


New Yoru, Sept. 244.—Warrants for the ar- 
rest of Capt. Robert Kelley and First Officer 
J. W. Marmion of the steamship Saginaw of 
Ww. P. Clyde & Co.’s line were issued yester- 
Gay by United States Commissioner Richard 


Morte at his officein Brooklyn on a charge of 
having assaulted Second Cook Thomas Mon- 
aghan on the high seas while the steamer 
was on her way to this port from San 
Domingo. Monaghan made the complaint 
and showed a broken and badly scarred nose 
and a jagged and but partially healed wound 
above his eye as evidence of the truth of his 
statement. On Sept. 2 at 5:3 p. m. the 
alleged assault was committed. The Saginaw 
had left Turks Island, bound for New 
York. At the hour named the passen- 
gers were promenading the decks. Sud- 
denly a terrible row was heard in the neigh- 
borhood of the messroom. The more timid 
ones thought a mutiny had broken out. 
When some of them went to the scene of con- 
flict they discovered the second cook lying on 
the deck in irons, his face covered with 
blood, which flowed from wounds said to 
have been inflicted by the heel of yo 
Kelley’s boot. The captain was about to in- 
flict more serious injuriestothe prostrate 
man when the first officer, Marmion, inter- 
fered, pushing him away. Thisisall that 
the passengers who went forward saw and 
they went back and told the others aboat it. 
But this is notall that occurred. Accordin 
to Monaghan’s statement, he was attracte 
to the messroom by a scuffie. He went in 
and saw the steward, William Harding, 
knock the first cook, Robert Anderson, down. 
Anderson is an old man and fell to the deck 
likealog. Monaghan picked him up, when 
Harding struck Anderson another blow 
between the eyes, felling him to the deck 


again. 

‘*I] picked the old man up again,’’ said 
Monaghan, ‘‘and then the Captain came 
along to see what the trouble was all about. 
The steward told the captain the cook was 
drunk, andi said: ‘That is no way to treata 
man.’ The Captain turned on me and 
knocked me down. Then the mate came 
alongand put me in irons, after which the 
Captain kicked me twice in the face with the 
heel of his boot. When he had done the mate 
said tothe Captain: ‘Leave him tome, Cap- 
tain, I'll settle him.’ ’’ 

The warrants were placed in the hands of 
Deputy United States Marshal Biggert, who 
went in search of the Saginaw. He found her 
in Erie Basin, Brooklyn, where she arrived 
on Tuesday. Neither Capt. Kelley nor Mate 
Marmion was on board atthetime. Deputy 
Biggert waited forsome time on the warf 
with Monaghan.

Jewish Exiles to Be Sent to the United 
States. 


THE CZAR THINKING OF POPULATING 
SIBERIA WITH THEM. 


Italy and the Catholic Congeress—Seizure 
of Dynamite and Powder—Dr. Peters in 
Africa-—The Child King of Spain—Gen. 
Lasalle’s Remains Removed to Paris— 
Foreign News. 


Lonpon, Sept. 24.—The Jewish Colonization 
Association, although formed but a few days, 
has already taken hold vigorously and the 
object of settling the poor Russian Jews in 
the United States is to De pursued as rapidly 
as possible. The association has come to the 
conclusion to send nearly all the Jewish ex- 
lles to the United States and to secure their 
landing by all lawful means, The Jews will 
be settled as far as possibile in agricultural 
colonies, but it is mot expected that 
they will confine themselves to the 
country. Their right to go into any 
lawful business will be vindicated, if neces- 
sary through legal proceedings. It is claimed 
that the United States has room enough for 
all the Jews that will emigrate from Russia 
and the opportunity for profitable business 
are not equalled in any other country. The 
association will, therefore, for the present, 
wholly confine its attention to sending Rus- 
sian Jews to the United States and support- 
ingthemthere. A St, Petersburg dispatch 
says that the Czar seriously thinks of sending 
the Jews in large numbers to Siberia. They 
will not be deported as convicts, but are to 
be presented with iand, and forbidden to 
return to Russia. 


DR. PETERS IN AFRICA. 


HE UNDERTAKES TO MAINTAIN DISCIPLINE 
WITH FORTY SOLDIERS. 


BERLIN, Sept. 24.—The North German Gacette 
to-day publishes a letter from Dr. Peters, the 
African explorer, dated Aug. 8, saying that 
the country southeast of Mount Kilima- 
Njaro (Mountain of Greatness), a snowy 
mountain of East Africa, is delightful in 
temperature, healthy and fertile. ‘‘War,’’ 
says Dr. Peters, ‘‘is a thing of the past,’’ 
and he adds that he undertakesto ‘‘main- 
tain discipline and obedience with forty 
soldiers.’’

THE CATHOLIC CONGRESS, 


THE POLICY TO BE PURSUED BY THE ITALIAN 
GOVERNMENT. 

ROME, Sept. 24.—Although the Government 
has withdrawn its opposition to the holding 
of a Catholic congress in Rome next week, it 
is said that the authorities will attempt to 
rigidly prevent any formal expression of 
opinion adverse tothe unity of the Italian 
Kingdom and in favor of the temporal power 
of the Pope. Italy has sostrongly protested 
against such utterances in Germany, Spain 
and other countries that she cannot with any 
consistency permit similar language in the 
Italian capital. At first the Government was 
determined not to allow the congress to be 
held in Rome, but on second thought it was 
concluded that it would be Detter for Italian 
interests to have the meeting in Rome than 
in Vienna, Paris or Brussels, as the tone 
would probably be less hostile to Italy if the 
congress should be within Italian jurisdic- 
tion. Notwithstanding Italian authority, 
however, the congress is expected to speak 
plainly, if moderately, in favor ofthe resto- 
ration of the papal sovereignty over a por- 
tion, at least, of the former States of the 
church, The Pope, it is said, will require 
this, whatever the result. 


THE CHILD KING OF SPAIN, 


HE 18 TO BE CURED OF HIS DISPOSITION TO 
PLAY TRICKS. 

MapDRIp, Sept. 24.—The young King of Spain 
has at length been permitted to learn some- 
thing in regard to the duties which he owes 
to his subjects.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 24.—Less than 
$1,000,000 available for business in the 
vaults in the Treasury at Washington is 
the condition that confronted Treasury 
officials to-day. Inthe Sub-Treasury at New 
York there $5,000,000in currency and in, the 
various Sub-Treasuries $4,500,000 more, mak. 
ing in all $10,5000,000 in currency. There is 
now inthe course of redemption $1,500,000 in 
currency which makes a total of $13,000,000 
in currency. The net balance as shown 
by the Treasury statement is $45,000,000. 

Included in this is $14,000,000 in bank 
positories and $17,000,000 in subsidiary 
silver, leaving the avallable balance as stated 
between $13,000,.00 and $14,000,000. This 
statement does not include the $100,000,- 
000 gold reserve which Secretary Foster 
has stated at various times he could use in 
case’ of necessity, nor does it include gold 
and silver coin in the treasury. It includes 
only the currency available for currency 
demands. It is stated on good authority that 
during the present week, Treasury officials 
have had<o ‘‘hustle’’ to get together suffi- 
cient currency to meet demand drafts and 
where practicable drafts have been drawn 
on sub-treasury at New York to avoid 
curtailing the Ssmail currency .

EIGHT LABORERS AND AN ENGINEER 
KILLED OUTRIGHT. 


A Freight Runs Into a Crowded Work 


wreck occurred on the Pittsburg & Western 
Railroad at McKim’s siding, a station a short 
distance on the other side of Zelionople, 
Butler County. Atthis point a work train 
with a force of fifty men was engaged 
in putting down "4 new track. 
About 8 o’clock this morning the work train 
got out of the way of a freighttrain going 
west, but the crew did not know that a second 
sectionofthe same number was following 
five minutes later. The work train again 
pulled outonthe main track,and the men 
w ere engaged in throwing off dirt when the 
second section struck the work-train with 
great force. Cars were piled up in a shape- 


less mass. The engines were @ mass of 


broken iron and wood, and the 
hot steam and bolling water 
poured over the unfortunate ones 
caught inthe jam. Fora moment after the 
collision there wasasilence. Then the stir 
was broken by the shrieks of the dying, mak- 
ing the scene so terrible that one of the train 
men who had escaped injury fainted with hor- 
ror. The train mien and laborers who were not 
injured began atonce to release those im- 
prisoned in the debris. Several arms and 
legs were found in different places, and the 
head of an Italian was found twenty 
feet away from the body. The 
engineer, John Houghton, who had 
bravely done his 
his engine attached tothe freight train, wag 
found wedged in broken and shapeless iron, 
By ll o’clock the bodies of eight Italian la- 
borers had been taken from the wreck, and 
with the killing of Engineer Houghton, this 
swells the number to nine. 

There were at least twenty men injured, 
several of whom cannot recover. All of the 
bodies were terribly mangled and disfigured. 
Engmeer Houghton was the only American 
killed. His home is said to be 
in Allegheny. Assistance was tele- 
graphed for to Zelionople, and 
in a short while physicians and citizens were 


not correctly interpret the signal. 
The Coroner of Butler County has been sent 
for, and he will begin the inquest immedi- 
ately after his arrival. Allthe trains were 
delayed, but the large force of men at work 
will soon clear the track. The names of the 
Italians could not be learned, but they all 
lived in and around Zelionople.

MILK MEN DIFFER. 


A Country Dairyman Denies That There 
Is a Shortage. 


HE SAYS THE BIG DAIRY COMPANIES 
CAUSED THE PRESENT SCARCITY. 


Deductions for Sour Milk Occasion Com- 
plaint From the Shippers—Manager 
Cabanne Says There Isa Scarcity and 
Explains Why-—Relief Expected When 
the Weather Changes. 


The milk shippers on the Iron Mountain 
road take exception to the statements of 
Manager Charless Cabanne of the St. Louls 
Dairy Co. on the subject of the threatened 
milk famine. A couple of days since the St. 
Louis company made the following announce- 


ment: 

A threatened milk famine. Most extraordinary 
strain on milk supply of this city we have ever 
known. Ie order to give our regular trade aii they 
want we sexe ordered our reserve 
to the city. In times of sho e during the past few 
yéars we have been able to assist other dealers who 
were short, but during the strain, which may iast

METEOROLOGICAL CONDITIONS. 

When this circular was given out, Mik In- 
spector Sullivan expressed the opinion that 
the shortage Was due to metereological con- 
ditions which so affected the cows that they 
did not givethe usual supply of milk. He 
added that these conditions would not lastany 
great length, bat that milk would be scarcer 
than usual while they lasted. 

To-day G. H. RBuedi, a dairyman living 
near Orystal City, Mo., Said there was no 
scarcity of milk whatever, and that the 
cows were not easing Up on the 
supply. ‘‘I saw Mr. Cabanne’s announce- 
ment, and I want to make reply 
to it,.’” hesaid. ‘*The fact of the matter is 
simply this: The country shippers are get- 
ting tired of the treatment they have been 
recelving from the big milk companies in 

city. All they are willing 
is 10 cents per gallon for pure 
and out oof this we must 
pay the express charges amounting to 
a centand a haif per gallon, leaving us but 
@% cents for each gallon. Smail prices is not 
the only evil we complain of. These com- 
panies often charge us up with sour milk, 
and in some cases they reject two or three 
cans out of a shipment of seven or 
eight. Up to a few years ago 
they only occasionally docked us for 
sour milk, but this has gotten to be a regular 
feature of the wholesale milk business. The 
uestion is: Does the milk sour easier than it 
dia yearsago? The reason why the coun 
dairymen are averse to sending their milk 
here is due to the reasons that I have 
just assigned, and the Iron Mount-

the past four years exists at present 
and this is due tothe scarcity of sweet milk. 
We are taking all the milk we can get and it 
is as much as we can do to supply our own 
retall trade. By reason of the shortage we 
have been compelled to refuse milk to other 
dealers. This shortage is due to the weather 
pastures. There is gen- 
shrinkage in the supply in 
September and Qctober, but the shrinkage in 
the demard has heretofore made it easy for 
us to balance both situations. Unfortunate! 
the weather has been such that the deman 
has exceeded the supply. There is always 
an increase in the consumption when 
the temperature runs between © and 
82, and the quantity of milk given 
by a cow decreases after the temperature 
passes 8idegs. The shrinkage averages 
percent.

THE SEDALIA-PARSONS IMBROGLIO 


Action of the Merchants’ Exchange on 
the Removal of Railroad Headquarters. 


The threatened removal of the general 
offices of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
Rallway from Sedalia, Mo., to Parsons, Kan., 
has aroused ho littie feeling in the city, as it 
is thought that an injustice is being at- 
tempted against a Missouri city. 


President Bern’ eimer of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change this morning said in answer to a 
question: ‘‘Sometimeago Mr. Myer of the 
Sedalia Commercial Club visited this city for 
the purpose of interesting the merchants in 
opposing the change. Most of the wholesalers 
agreed with him and wrote letters of test 
to the railroad officials. He then applied to 
the Merchants’ Exchange for aid, and as 
President of the Exchangel senta telegram 
to President Cross asking that no be

unsatisfactory nature. The Merchants 
Exchange as no direct inter- 
est in the location of the offices 
except in so faras it is interested in the pros- 
perity of a Missouri town. Gov. Francis, I 
understand, takes the ground that the Mfs- 
souri, Kansas & Texas is essentially a Missouri 
corporation, as the greater portion of its line 
is within this State, and most of its 
business originates here.

TAMMANY BRAVES. 


Monument on the Field of Gettysburg to 
the Patriotic Dead. 


GETTYSBURG, Pa., Sept. 24.—The Tammany 
Braves to-day dedicated the monument they 
have erected on this battlefield to mark the 
position held by the Forty-second New York 
Infantry, which was recruited and sent out 
by the Wigwam when the civil war cloud 


burst in 1861. Last night was spent quietly 
by the Indians, and, although they would 
occasionally break out in a war-whoop, the 
serenity of this little town was not much dis- 
turbed after midnight. Ten o’clock was the 
schedule time for the exercises to 
begin, but it was considerably later 
than this when Capt. Eugene Sullivan, the 
President of the veteran organization of the 
Forty-second New York Infantry Regiment, 
rapped for order on the floorof the little 
stand that had been erected for the speakers 
and prominent braves. Rev. W.H. Keith, 
pastor of the Methodist Church of this place, 
madethe prayer, and the Commonweaith 
Band of Harrisburg, Pa., played the dirge.

THE PUBLIC SCHOOL QUESTION. 

The Post-Dumsratce is not grinding any 
axes in its publications concerning im- 
morality and the spy system in the public 
schools. 

It has not made any charges against 
teachers or public school officials or im- 
pugned their motives. It has merely pub- 
lished the statements of school officials, 
revealing certain facts connected with the 
conduct of the schools. Whatever un- 
pleasantness there may be in the revela- 
tions is due to the facts and the statements 
of the men responsible forthem. It has 
commented freely in opposition to the 
establishment of a private detective bureau 
in connection with the public school man- 
agement and has especially called atten- 
tion to the wrong of using hired spies to 
shadow suspected lady teachers when 
those, in the language of a School Di- 
rector, ‘‘whose misdeeds are a matter of 
tradition,’’ are permitted to hold their 
places and secure promotion, and whose 
misconduct is made the excuse for drag- 
ging others through the mire of underhand 
espionage. 

These statements are submitted to the 
people of St. Louis because they should be 
fully informed of every detail connected 
with the management of the public schools. 
It is of the utmost importance that their 
interest should be aroused and their judg- 
ment enlightened so that they give intelli- 
gent attention to the choice of directors in 
the approaching school election. The way 
to free the schools from immoral teachers 
is to elect school directors who will do 
their whole duty in the right way.

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GIFFEN’S PROPHECY. 

In August we exported $28,853,510 worth 
of breadstuffs, against only $10,721,810 in 
the same month of 1890. Here is an in- 
crease of more than $18,000,000 in that one 
line of exports, due to the failure of crops 
in Europe. This increase was attended by 
a slight decrease in other exports, but the 
net excess for August, 1891, over August, 
1890, was $14,728,200. 

There is every prospect that this increase 
of exports will continue from month to 
month until we get back from Europe all 
the gold she has drawn from us this year. 
It is uncertain how much more of the §300,- 
000,000 which Europe must pay out this 
year to supply her deficiency in breadstuffs 
and provisions will come to usin gold. It 
depends on the ability of England, 
France and other buyers of our 
exports to find other means of 
paying forthem. They must have them, 
and no action of the Bank of England and 
the Bank of France can check this drain 
of gold from those countries, unless our 
increased purchases from them enable them 
to pay us in goods, or their capitalists sel! 
us back large blocks of our interest-paying 
securities now held abroad. 

But these securities are not coming back 
to us until the home valuation exceeds 
that at which the foreign demand esti- 
matesthem. Foreign buyers have taken 
them because they pay higher rates of in- 


terest on the investment than European 
securities do. They are abroad now be- 
| cause there isa stronger market for them 
there than here. Wal! street speculation 
| may change this situation and bring home 
enough American securities to pay for our 
increased exports of breadstuffs and pro- 
visions. The street is said to be surprised 
| by the sudden awakening of the craze for 
| speculation among the people at large. 
'The idea that increased ex ports 
means increased railroad earnings and 
a general rise in securities may enable 
Wall street to unload a vast amount of 
stocks on outsiders at prices that will 
bring back an equal amount from Europe. 

This contingency, however, is obvious 
enough to keep speculation within such 
bounds as will insure an abundant increase 
in our stock of gold—enough to keep our 
currency and our silver and gold coins on 
sale, easy and convertible terms with each 
other. Thesilver crisis which Mr. Rosurr 
Girrsen predicts for usin February will be 
postponed at least to some other year. 

If Europe can carry her larger amount of 
legal tender silver at par with gold when 
it is intrinsically worth 30 per cent less, 
and have no silver crisis when she is buy- 
ing $800,000,000 worth of food from us to 
supply ber deficiencies, why should the 
selling of that food by us for her gold bring 
a silver crisis upon us when the intrinsic 
disparity between our legal tenders is 
much less than 30 per cent? 


Mr. Grrren of the British Board of 
Trade estimates that only about fifty of the 
three hundred millions Europe will have 
to pay us this year for grain and provisions 
will be paid in gold. The other $250,000 000, 
he thinks, will come to usin the form of 
returned securities, and this return, he 
says, will producea great silver crisis in 
this country, eventuating in a financial 
erash about mext February. Whether we 
get $800,000,000 in gold from Burope this 
year or itsequivaient in American interest- 
bearing securities, we shall be that much 
richer, that much further from bank- 
ruptcy and that much better off than 
Burope and can stand the shock of any 
conflict between gold and silver which the

School Directors Apparently Aroused by 
the Secret Service Sensation. 


STORIES OF SCANDALOUS “PETTICOAT 
PULLS” VIGOROUSLY DENIED. 


The Charged Suppression of Sworn Testi- 
mony Against a Lady Teacher by Supt. 
Long May Be Investigated—A School 
Board Flurry Oyer Stories That Con- 
mect Directors’ Names With Those of 
Lady “Suspects’”—To-Day’s Develop- 
ments.

In 
that particular St. Louls Is really more poorly 
provided than it wasten years ago, as some 
good hotels which existed at thattime have 
been burned down and the places they occu- 
pied builtup with different improvements.

A DEPLORABLE SITUATION. 

All this has been discussed and the truth of 
the existing ineMiciency of hotel accommoda.- 
tions freely admitted at all times, but never 
has it been more painfully apparent to the 
proud &t. Loulsian than now. What 
hotels there are here are overrun with 
guests the year round. Even when there 
are no special attractions in the city the 
Bouthern has been known toturn away 150 
guests of an evening who could not be ac- 
commodated with rooms. Now the fall fes- 
tivities are bringing thousands of people to 
St. Louls from all parts of the country, and

But forall this 
the hotel-Keepers of St. Louls refused to sub- 
scribe a cent tothe fall festivities’ fund for 
the sole and selfish reason that $100,000 of the 
money subscribed was to be appropriated for 
the construction of @ $1,000,000 botel. 


FEW HOTEL SCHEMES. 


This $1,000,000 has been subscribed and ap- 
propriated, however. And at a meeting of 
the Hotel Committee last night a sub-com- 
mittee was appointed to solicit subscriptions 
to the stock for the bullding to cost at least 
$1,000,000, exciusive of the land and the $100,000 
bonus. The committee appointed ts as fol.

PLANTERS’ HOUSE PROBABLE RE-OPENING. 

The old Planters’ Houseon Fourth street 
stands there barren and empty in rebuke to 
the property owners of that fine street. 

This Planters’ House property is owned by 
the Collier estate,the Lucas family,the O’ Fal- 
lon family and the estate of Girard B. Allen. 
Peculiar as it may appear under the circum- 
stances surrounding the old Planters’ the 
parties indicated own nearly all the property 
on both sides of Fourth street from Chestnut 
north to Washington avenue. It is well 
understood that they are among the 
wealthiest people in St. Louls. It was at 
thelr instigation that the Planters’ was 
closed. To most people it appears a little 
peculiar that while these heavily interested 
Fourth street property owners have ftalked a 
good deal about other persons building a 
hotel that they do not do something in 
that direction themselves, especially as 
they are in a position to be 
mostly benefited by such an 
improvement. The old Planters’ is generally 
admitted to be the best down-town site, and 
if the owners of the property would con- 
tribute a reasonable amount of money, en- 
terprising public-spirited citizens would not 
be slow in meeting them in an effort to re- 
store Fourth street to its old-time glory. 
Nothing would contribute so much to that 
end as the construction of a fine hotel 
on the Planters’ House site, but 
whether anew housetis ever built there de- 
pends mainly upon what the people most in- 
terested in Fourth street willdo. It has only 
beena few days since a Chicago man was 
here and agreed to rentthe old house and 
open itin good styleif the owners would 
only expend enough money to 
the old bullding in good repair. 
one will find fault with 
for not repairing the old rookery. 
use. It should be torn down, or blown up. 
St Loults has too many relics of that kind.

where his career as an Odd Fellow com- 
menced. Mr. Nugent has no superior 
and his earnestness and splendid elo- 
cution are masterly and peculiar! im- 
pressive, and the candidate who is s0 fortun- 
ate as to receive instructions from him per- 
sonally will never forget the kind words and 
solemn admonitions given him. Mr. Nugent 
is naturally of a modest and retiring dispo- 
sition, never asking for promotion or for 
place, but his pene d and zeal for the princli- 
ples of Odd-Fellowship will not let him re- 
main in the background. He is a born leader, 
and as such ts doing valuable service in the 
order.

popularity, but he dare not declare war 
as the people want peace. Costa Rica is now 
the onlyCentralAmerican power which Is not 
for war. Each of the powers has agents in 
the other countries sowing seeds of discord, 
All the countries are in financial difficulty. 
NeitherGuatemala nor Salvador has been able 
toarrang® a loan in Europe: Guatemala has 
established the strictest press censorship. 


The tic government of Bartilas has 
created t dissatisfaction among the peo- 
ple of Guatemala and his assassination would 
create no surprise. On the 12th of last June 
for daring to criticise some act of the admin- 
istration several editors of the capital city 
were imprisoned and their offices destroyed. 
The elections occur in October and it hag 
been understood that  Barillas’  pro- 
posal is to follow’ the policy which 
proved 50 fatal to Balmaceda, 
that of forcing a tool of his own upon the 
people as his successor in office. One of the 
charges against Barillas is that two months 
ago he authorized the issue of $6,000,000in 
bonds, dowble the amount called for by the 
Congressional decree, sold half the amount 
at 40 per cent of their face value and pocketed 
the sum realized, 


THD RUSSIAN IMPERIAL FAMILY. 


GRAND DUCHESS ALEXANDRA’S DEATH BREAKS 
UP THE FREDENSBURG PARTY. 


Lonpown, Sept. 25.—The sudden death of the 
Grand Duchess Alexandra has broken up the 
family party at Fredensburg, and the imper- 
falfamily of Russia, and the royal house of 
Denmark and Greece will have to go into 
mourning in reality, and other European 
royalties will mourn by courtesy. The 
death of the Grand Duchess will probably 
make a change inthe plans of the Czar, and 
may lead to the omission of the proposed in. 
terview between the Ozar and the Kaiser, 
Paul is the Ozar’s favorite brother, and the 
afflictions which he suffers in the loss of 
the young wife cannot fail to excite the 
liveliest sympathy of the autocrat. Paul 
was deeply devoted to his wife, who was but 
little more than a child, having been only 19 
at the time of her marriage, about two 
years ago. As a rule the Russian Grand 
Dukes do not get along very well with thel 
wives, but Paul was an exception, and th 
devotion of the pairtoeach other has ex- 
cited frequent remark. Besides the son, 
whose birth was followed by her own death, 
the Grand Duchess leavesa daughter about 
17 months old. The children will prob- 
ably be taken charge of by their grand- 
parents, the King and Queen of Greece. 

Dispatches from Moscow state that the 
Grand Duchess’ death was due to a recent 
carriage accident, which caused a prema- 
ture accouchement. An Operation was per- 
formed and was successful, but she gradually 
sank and never recovered consciousness. Th 
news of her death has caused profound sor 
row in Athens. The Czarevitchand his sig 
ter and one of the Greek Princes have started 
for Russia.
